as they embark on this unusual engaged learning experience. Course 
content will include shark tooth identification by species as well as tips 

for which beaches to search, how to search them, and how to know when 
conditions are best for fossil collecting. Students will also learn about the 
different species of seashells that can be found in South Carolina and how 
to maximize chances of finding them. The class will incorporate discussion 
about how to be a responsible beachcomber, with units about the use of 
red lights for turtle nesting areas and the importance of harvesting only 
unoccupied shells or expired sea life. The course will meet at the Coastal 
Science Center for lecture and show-and-tell of fossil shark teeth when 
weather conditions outside are not favorable. For beach hunting days, Dr.
